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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1 ,103 and 209 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Schalkhammer et al. 

See the appropriate paragraph of the 6/18/05 Office action. 

Schalkhammer et al. teach in column 3 lines 15+ the method of analysis is 
performed by interferometry or surface plasmon resonance and that the metal islands 
are applied to a transparent surface. The Office maintains the electromagnetic radiation 
is transmitted through the transparent layer and is properly read on the claimed 
"transmitting electromagnetic radiation". 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/8/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants' state Schalkhammer et al. fails to teach a change in the transmission 
profile of the sensor. The Office does not agree and maintains the position above that 
light is transmitted through the transparent layer which is properly read on the instant 
claims. 

Applicants' remarks concerning Aussenegg et al. were convincing as this 
reference clearly teaches measurements based upon reflectance.
